BOGUS SUTTER AND LARD CHEESE 





What a Committee of the New York 
Legislature are Finding out about These 
Articles. 





An investigation into the manufacture 
and sale of oleomargaine butter and lard 
cheese is nOw 1n progress in New York by 
the committee on Public Health of the 
State Assembly. The facts that are devel- 
oping show how urgently such an inves- 
tigation was needed if the dairy business of 
the country is to be protected from an un- 
just and dishonest competition that will 
entail severe losses on every one eagaged 
in it. In the course of the investigation 
last Friday three wholesale butter and 
cheese merchants of New York City, who 
handle and export enormous quantities of 
butter and cheese, were questioned closely 
as to the characteristics of the bogus arti- 
cles and their idea of the effect of their 
being thrown on the market. They were 
unanimous in the opinion that the con- 
tinued manufacture and sale of lard-cheese 
and its export as the genuine article would 
hive the effect of very soon breaking down 
the American market, and this would be 
suicidal, as our goods now stand very high 
in the estimation of foreign consumers. 
The appearance of this lard-cheese is very 
deceptive, and experienced exporters here 
have been deceived in it and sent it to 
Europe as dairy cheese. One witness said 
a great deal of the lard used in the manu- 
facture of this imitation is from diseased 
hogs, and when this becomes know in 
England our cheese wil be banished from 
that country as our pork has been from 
France. Another witness thought that the 
goods were manufactured from deodorised 
animal fats, and, as a prevalent disease 
among the hogs is scrofula, this might be 
transmitted to those who ate the product. 
Other witnesses thought the so-called 
bogus cheese was a good deal better than 
tkim cheese, and believed in giving it a 
chance, All were generally agreed that its 
Manufacture could not be stopped. But 
how its sale was to be regulated was a 
Matter for wide discussion. At present 
the manufacture of the adulterated article 
is scarcely entensive enough to affect the 
trade. The low price of the genuine arti- 
cle has done much to retard the sale of the 
adulterated article.” They thought the 
matter serious en ugh, however, to require 
legislation,and agreed that branding would 
hotreach the root of the evil, as dealers 
always remove the distinguishing labels 
after they have purchased the counterfeit 
article, and retail it as genuine cheese. In 
order to protect the trade, they said, some 
kgislation of a general character that 
Would reach the business in all its ramifi- 
Cations should be made, and the interests 
of the dairy demand that legislation sball 
Rot be confined to that State alone. One

The President of the Boston Preduce 
Exchange stigmatizes the sale of adulter- 
ated butter and cheese as a curse to the 
dairy interests of thiscountry. The annual 
milk product of the United States amount- 
ed to $400,000,u00, and he considered that 
so large an interest demanded some pro- 
tection. Two-thirds of the cheese produced 
was exported. American butter and Amer- 
can oleomargarine should be sold in the 


they are; and imitation cheese and butter 
should be unmistakably branded as such. 
All dealers who evaded the law should be 
exposed on ’change—in fact ‘‘ Boycot- 


The investigation is creating a great 
deal of interest in the butter and cheese 
trade. Many dealers engaged in the sale 
of imitation articles are greatly interested 
in the result of the investigation, as are 
those who are resolved to sell nothing but 
genuine butter and cheese. It is hoped 
by the latter that a law will be passed 
making it impossible to sell oleomargarine 
butter and cheese for anything else than 
what they are. The manufacturers of oleo- 
margarine have evidently been thoroughly 
frightened at the attitude assumed by the 
dealers in pure butter, and have, it is said, 
done everything to win the favor of the 
Committee. 
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SWINE AT CHEESE FACTORIES. 





The prospects seem to indicate that a 
number of cheese factories will be erected 
in this State during the coming season,and 
it is important to both prcprietors and pa- 
trons that the construction and arrange- 
ment of such buildings be as nearly perfect 
as possible. The susceptibility of milk to 
foul odors is well understood, and the im- 
portance of avoiding anything which can 
at all affect the purity and sweetness of the 
mi!k is not to be underrated. The arrang- 
ments for disposing of the whey should be 
made with especial reference to this point. 
This is generally fed to hogs belonging 
either to the manager or patrons of the 
factory, and in many instances the pens 
are located near the factory for conveni- 
ence in conducting the whey to the 
feeding troughs. The odor from the pens 
and the whey is not like a breath from 
‘* the isles of Araby the blest,” and is oft- 
en extremely annoying to residents of the 
vicinity, and detrimental to the milk at the 
facto:'y. Even if the pens are Jocated at 
some distance from the factory,a wind 
from that direction brings up the mal- 
odorous breath, which like Banquo’s 
ghost, will not ‘‘ down.” 

Again the whey is sometimes portioned 
out pro rata among those who supply the 
milk, and carried back in the milk cans to 
be consumed on the farm. The objection 
to this is that the cans are frequently not 
properly cleansed before they are used for 
milk again, thus proving a source of bad 
milk and inferiur cheese products, Trou- 
ble often ensues also in reference to the 
proportion of whey due each man. 

At a convention of Canadian dairymen 
held recently at Stratford. Ont., this sub- 
ject was quite freely discnssed, and the 
method adopted by one of them, Mr. 
Losee, seems to avoid all these inconveni- 
ences. He makes cheese at prices that en- 
title him to the ownership of the whey,and 
he runs it into tanks upon carts, and then 
hauls it away from the premises. His fac- 
tory takes the milk from about 500 cows, 
and his plan is to take a ten-acre lot some 
little distance from the factory (one in 
grass is preferred), where from one to two 
hundred hogs are to be kept. Moveable 
troughs for feeding are placed in this lot, 
the whey is drawn out daily in tanks, and 
spouted into the troughs. Every two or 

three days the troughs are moved to anew 
place in the lot, the troughs being arrang- 
ed so that they can be drawn to the desir- 
ed spot with a horse by simply hitching a 
ehain to oneend of the trough. In this 
way the whole field is gone over from 
time to time, insuring cleanliness in fecd- 
ingand avoiding any disagreeable smell. 
The hogs are constantly rooting up the 
ground in search of green food—grass 
roots and the like—and at the end of the 
season not a vestige of weed or vegetation 

remains. Occasionally shelled corn or 
peas are scattered over the ground thinly in 
order to induce the hogs to keep up their 
work of rooting and cultivating the soil. 

The constant rooting and stirring of the 
earth thoroughly mingles their excrement 
in the soil, thus preventing any disagree- 
able odor, and by fall the land has been 
manured and worked in the best manner 
for a crop of winter wheat, for which it is 
then employed. Last season he kept 140 
hogs on a ten acre field. The hogs when 
he commenced feeding, weighed about 
100 Ibs each, and when they were sold in 
October, the average weight was 223 
pounds. Some shippings, shorts, and 
grain, were fed with the whey, the cost of 
which was not to exceed fifty cents for 
each animal, and when ready for the butch- 
er, they were in fine condition. During the 
season not a single hog wasin any way 


ment of Mr. Losee, and said the hogs were 
the best in all respec‘s that he had seen at 
any of the factories, the meat being solid 
and free from the soft, watery condition 
usual to whey fed pork. He paid for them 
at the rate of five and a half cents per lb. 
live weight, and as they gained each on an 
average 123 lbs., and as only fifty cents per 
hog was paid for grain and food in addi- 
tion to the whey, the profit on each hog 
was $6.26 or $876.40 on the lot. 

The thorough culture and manuring of 
th» soil is also worthy of consideration. 
The ten acres had been so thoroughly 
worked over by the hogs that no great 
trouble was required to put it in condition 
to raise an excellent crop of wheat, though 
the prominent advantage is of course the 
keeping free from all bad odors arising 
either from decomposing whey or the feed- 
ing pens. 

When the whey is sold, about $2.60 is 
charged for every ton of cheese manufac 
tured; the whey is usually valued at about 
the cost of boxing the cheese, which last 
season was about $2.6)) per ton. The gen- 
eral impression prevailed that this plan 
was the best yet tried, and that factory 
managers would do well to adopt it.

ATWOODS AND SHORTHORNS. 








A brisk ride of forty minutes from Ionia 
brought us to the stock farm of Wm. Kit- 
son & Son, and after warming hands and 
enjoying their hospitality we repaired to 
the barns to see the stock. This firm has 
become somewhat noted during the past 
fifteen years as breeders of fine Merino 
sheep, but becoming dissatisfied with them 
because they were not registered, sold all, 
and keep at present only nineteen sheep, 
numbered as follows: (7), (12), (89), (23), 
(26), (36), (49), (55), (57), (79), (94), (96), 
(225) Vt. R.; (261), (262,) (263), (274), (280), 
(204) N. Y. R. Theseare straight Atwoods 
registered in the N. Y. and Vt. registers, 
and bred by E. Townsend, of Pavilion 
Center, Genesee Co., N. Y., and purchased 
by this firm in August last. Thirteen of 
these are choice breeding ewes, and are the 
dams to some of the very best sheep that 
have been sold in York State. Five are 
lambs, but bid fair to stand equal to any 
of the old ones; and the last sheep is the 
magnificent ram Golden Fleece, the finest,I 
think, that I have ever seen in this part of 
the State. 

The next to see was their herd of Short- 
horns, five in number, but only two of 
these I am told are registered, yet the five 
are as fine specimens of the kine as one 
often finds. Prominent among these 
stands their ‘‘Red Star 4th,” three 
years old, weight 1,510 lbs. ; this is a noble 
animal, and perhaps the best of the herd. 
This animal was bred by E. P. Kelsey, of 
Tonia, Mich., and is registered in the 
Ammerican Herd Book. 

Going a little farther, we came to the 
flock of Partridge Cochin fowls bred by 
them from the flocks of Philando Williams 
of Mass., and of Mr. Bracket of Mass. 
These are specimens that took the first pre- 
mium at Ionia and Grand Rapids fairs, and 
are extra fine. We think that the stock, 
taken together,on this farm, is better than 
any other that we vi-ited in Ionia County, 
and farmers would do well to see their 
stock and know what feed and breeding 
cando. And after reading the items in 
the FARMER, it would seem that the farm- 
ers can soon purchase stock in our own 
State which will equal if not excel any im- 
ported from the Hast, which speaks well 
for the stock growers of Michigan 
IontA, Mich., March 22, 1881.

Dear Sir:—I would like to inquire 
through your paper where to get Osage 
Orage seed, and when is the best time to 
plant it in hedge rows? Also, when can I 
get the hedge plants, and what wi!l they 
cost per 1,000? Yours, W. H

You can procure seed of the Osage 
Orange from D. M. Ferry & Co., this 
city. Osage Orange plants may be pro- 
cured at most nurseries, your nearest points 
would be Kalamazoo, where either E. M. 
Potter or L. G. Bagg & Co., could supply 
you. Wedo not know the cost of the 
plants. The plantis a native of Texas, 
and hence requires some care in growing 
in as high a latitude as Michigan. Those 
who have tested the plants generally regard 
them as quite hardy, but a severe winter 
sometimes damages them badly. In plant- 
ing the seed, the proper time is toward 
the end of April or beginning of May, as 
the season may be more or less advanced. 
Sow in drills abont twenty inches apart, 
having first prepared a good bed by 
thoroughly pulverizing the soil. Itis gen- 
erally regarded as the safest and best way 
¢o sprout the seed before planting, as it takes 
a long time to sprout in the ground. To 
do this the seed is put in warm water, not 
hot, the vessel kept in a warm place, and 
the water changed once a day. After 
five or six days pour off the w-ter and 
cover the veessel with a damp cloth. Keep 
in a warm place and stir the seed occasion- 
ally. They will begin to sprout in a about 


plants are up, keep them free from weeds, 
so that they will not be choked out. The 
following spring the plants can be set out 
in the hedge row, and planted about six 
inches apart. If properly cared for a 
hedge can be grown in from three to four 


years that will turn stock, besides proving 
a very handsume ornament to the farm.

Muir.—I see in your last i, ue you desire 
to hear from the farmers {“roughout the 
State in regard to the imtoming wheat 
crop. I would only be too glad to 
give you really fulland detailed statements 
of the crop on the ground, and tre amount 
of old wheat in farmers’ hands. But lama 
man without education,so that Ican not do 
as I would like, but for this once will give 
you the best Ican. Wheat on the ground, 
(U was aboutto say there 1s none on the 
ground) is poor indeed. Where the snow 
is gone, nothing but bare ground can be 
seen. On a few fields that I have seen 
some wheat can be seen, but the plant is 
very sickly looking, and the prospects are 
poor indeed for a crop the coming 
harvest. So faras my acquaintance goes 
in the Townships of North Plains, Ronald, 
Lyons and Ionia, the wheat crop on the 
ground has not looked so bad since 1878, 
when we had less than half a crop. It is 
true that we have much snow oa the ground 
so that the full extent of the injury can not 
be seen. Many fields are yet under a thick 
sheet of ice, but enough is known so that 
we have but little hope of even a medium 
harvest. The statement in the Post and 
Tribune a few weeks ago was so incorrect 
that had I been a man that could write, I 
would have contradicted that statement at 
the time. The writer of the article from 
Muir, stated that there wag 35 per cent of 
the old wheat in the farmers’ handsat that 
time, and I know to my entire satisfaction 
that not more than 15 per cent. was in the 
hands of the farmers at thatdate. Butthe 
article was written by a wheat buyer, and 
of course that makes it plain. I have Leen 
running @ threshing machine for the last 
nine years, and am so well acquainted with 
the wheat business that I know whereof I 
speak, and whenever the different estimates 
have been made the past season from the 
very sections where | did the threshing, I 
found they were always overestimated—in 
many places by one-half. There are many 
large wheat farmers who have not sold their 
wheat, but they have hauled it to some 
wheat buyer and ‘‘ stored” it, and it has 
been sent to New York, Boston—or it may 
be in England and eaten up by this time— 
and this same wheat is counted as wheat 
on hand! This is the way such a large sur- 
plus of wheat is yet on hand—on!y not in 
the farmers’ hands. I will drop you a 
postal as soon as the snow is melted away 
and I can obtain a more correct estimate of 
the damage done to the wheat. OBSERVER.

A correspondent of the NV. Y. Journal of 
Commerce sums up the situation in several 
of the Western States as follows: 


‘The last snow storm put us back at 
least 10 days, so far as spring work is con- 
cerned. In Iowa farmers are almost worn 
out with fighting tbe snow, and despair.of 
being able to do any seeding before the 
middle of April. In Minnesota aud Ne 
braska the snow had also begun to melt, 
but now everything is completely upset 
with this storm. In Kansas the weather 
was a little mild and a little plowing has 
been done, and wheat had begun to grow. 
in Southern Illinois the winter wheat has 
suffered considerably from the sudden 
changes of the past week. The late sown 
wheat suffers the most in Wisconsin; the 
snow is still very deep, and all the farmers 
are doing is shoveling snow. <A year ago 
to day a very large proportion of the spring 
wheat had been sown and farmers had 
made considerable progress in plowing 
forcorn. The third week in March this 
year brings us face to face with a late, 
backward spring. My correspondents in 
Iowa already assert that the farmers will 
not now be able to sow as much sprirg 
wheat as was intended, and that flax, oats 
and corn, to a very large degree, will take 
its place.” 

Advices from Edgar and Crawford 
Counties, Kansas, say che wheat prospects 
there are ‘‘ fearful” to contemplate. A 
letter from La Salle County says that hay 
there is now worth as much per pound as 
shelled corn, though there is much less 
corn than a year ago—a great deal having 
been fed out on account of the very hard 
winter. There is about two feet of snow 
on the ground, and two feet of frost under 
it, which will make the spring a very late 
one. 

From Adair County, Iowa, it is reported 
that a great deal of corn is on the ground, 
and badly damaged. Farmers will not be 
able to work in the fields before the mid- 
dle ef April, a

Cramp.

EAR Srr—My mare is four years old 
this spring, color brown. Attimesa cramp 
seems to take her in the hind legs and it is 
difficult for her to raise her foot from the 
floor; it is worsein damp weather. It first 
came on last fall and appeared to leave this 
winter, but has reappeared these last rains. 
[consulted a horse doctor and he said it 
would not hurt her to work. I have done 
nothing but to use some liniment.

Answer—Cramp is a spasmodic action of 
some one or more muscles, occasionally of 
the neck, but more frequently of the hind 
legs and of the small intestines, this latter, 
however, is known as spasmodic colic. 
Cramp is a species of rheumatism, and may 
be considered under three heads: 1st. 
Temporary, or of short duration, passing 
off almost as suddenly as it appears, but 
frequently returning. This variety at 
first attracts but little attention; in time, 
however, the animal begins to show slight 
symptoms of lameness, which from time to 
timei ncrease in severity. The difficulty 
in locating this kind of lameness is due to 
obscurity of its symptoms, but is usually 
seated either in the hock orstifle joint. 2d. 
Transient, which usually lasts for several 
hours and in some cases for several days 
and not returning. This variety of cramp 
is very alarming to the owner of the ani- 
mal, in consequence of the severity of the 
symptoms; in forcing the animal to move, 
it goes on three legs, the fourth dragging 
behind, seldom coming forward, and when 
it does with a jerk, something like spring 
halt, but with greater force. The muscles 
in this case are more rizid as in lock-jaw. 
The third form or periodic, is that which 
returns at certain intervals, sometimes of 
short at other times of several hours’ dura- 
tion. Cramp usually is observed in the 
morning when the animal is first taken 
from the stable, occurring more frequently 
in hard worked horses. Animals subject 
to cramp require a large roomy stall where 
they can lay at full length, narrow stalls 
favor the development of the disease. 
Good grooming is also of much import- 
ance in preventing these attacks. In 
working oxen cramp ismucn more severe 
than in the horse, frequently terminating 
in chronic rheumatism, and sometimes in 
paralysis of the hind extremeties. Treat- 
ment—Blisters and the ordinary stimulat- 
ing liniments in the market usually re- 
sorted to are seldom of any benefit wha'- 
ever in these cases; soap liniment or cam- 
phorated spirits, used with friction, are 
sometimes beneficial We have found 
more benefit from a liniment prepared only 
by ourselves, and which usually gives 
speedy relief, than any other preparation 
we have ever known ina practice of thirty- 
four years.

Answer.—The trouble with your broth. 
er’s mare is probably specific ophthalmia,a 
disease we have referred to in these col— 
umns on several occasions. Treatment: 
Give half drachm doses of colchicum root 
pulv, in the feed night and morning; give 
no corn; bathe the eyes with the following: 
Tincture of aconite root, two drachms; 
tincture of opium, six drachms; rain water, 
one pint. Mix and use three timesa day 
with a soft sponge. Wolf teeth have no 
influence in causing disease in the eyes; 
that is a fallacy.

Is it Thrush or Canker. 





ADRIAN, Mich., March 15th, °81, 
Veterinary Editor Michigan Farmer. 

DEAR Sir:—Please inform me through 
the columns of your valuable paper what 
the foot-rot in horses is and what can be 
done for il as a permanent cure, I havea 
span of roadsters that I got from the west 
that have it; also a span of draft horses that 
have a slight touch, and from observation 
of my neighbors’ horses, I think they have 
it. pad i ide 

Answer.—If you had given us the symp- 
toms of disease as it occurs in the feet of 
your horses, we would better understand 
its true nature. As it is we must suppose 
it to be either thrush or canker. If thrush it 
is a secretion of foul matter in the cleft of 
the frog, and will yield to one or two ap- 
plications of the following: Sulphate of 
copper, pulv., sulphate of zinc pulv., of 
each one ounce; pulverized charcoal, half 
an ounce. Mix all together. Before using 
have the cleft of the frog well cleaned by 
washing with castile soap and water, and 
while wet sprinkle a little of the powderm 
the cleft of the frog, pushing it to the bot- 
tom with a stick, and cover it 
with a little raw cotton to 
keep out the dirt, after remaining two 
days wash it out as at first, replacing the 
cotton only. Examine it in two or three ~ 
days, and if any fetor still remains, make 
another application, which usually is suffi- 
cient. If, however, the disease is canker, 
the frog, and perhaps a portion of the sole 
is undermined, secreting a fetid, unhealthy 
matter, rotting away the surrounding tis- 
sues, usually causing acute lameness, in 
which case all suppurated portions of the 
frog and sole must be removed or the dis- 
ease cannot be cured; then have it well 
cleaned as in thrush,and apply the follow- 
ing: Carbolic acid, fluid, half an ounce to 
one pint of water twice.a day. Use no 
saw dust in the stall until the animal is 
cured. Feed good oats and hay, occasion- 
ally a bran mash, but no corn should be 
fed. If neither of the above’ indications 
meet this case, please give us the symptoms 
as accurately as possible.

Answer.—Had you given us a more 
minute description of the symptoms in 
your sheep, it would enable us to diagnose 
the disease. The singlesymptom of biting 
and pulling out the wool is not sufficient; 
that act indicates irritation of the skin as 
in scab, a contagious disease. Sheep in- 
fested with lice will sometimes present 
thesame symptom, ‘in the absence of which 
we would suspect pelt-rot, a disease usually 
oceurring in the winter season, but caus— 
ing no apparent uneasiness in the animal. 
If you will carefully note the symptoms, 
and send them to us, we will try and aid 
you. 
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Capped Hock.

at least two weeks.

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TAX TITLES. 


w. & C., of Ubly, Huron County, 
wishes to know if tax titles are good. He 
says that he bought 40 acres of land, and 
sometime afterward discovered that it had 
previously been sold for taxes, and that a 
tax deed had issued. He then sold the 
Jand, took a mortgage on it, soll the 
mortgage and then bought it back again. 
During this time the taxes were paid by 
the ‘land shark” who owned the tax 
title. What he wants further to know is 
whether the tax title is a better title than 
his. How much he must pay the ‘‘shark” 
for geeting free from him, and what, under 
the circumstances, he had better do? 

Answer.—This question brings up a sub- 
ject which is of interest to all farmers and 
jand owners, and in reply to it I may state 
generally that, theoretically, a ‘‘ tax title” 
js better than most any other title to land. 
It cuts off all prior claims upon the land, 
all dower rights, and all mortgage or other 
liens, and vests in its holder an absolute 
fee of the land backed by the authority of 
the State. ‘There is no question of the 
right of government to iay and collect 
taxes upon property, and upon non-pay- 
ment of the taxes to condemn the property 
and sell it for the taxes. Such a right 1s 
founded in the nature of government, and 
not even nihilists could dispute it. But 
when we come to the practical application 
of the right we encounter difficulty. In 
its nature it is difficult of application. The 
statutes regulating it are almost of necessi- 
ty intricate, technical and complicated. 
They aim at establishing justice, but they 
generally fall short of guarding the door by 
which ‘‘sharks,” and ‘“‘sharpers,” and 
“shysters” enter to prey upor the un- 
fortunate, unwary and ignorant. The 
Michigan statute bearing upon the subject 
is no exception; it is complicated and in 
many respects unjust. There is an opinion 
among lawyers that many of its provisions 
are unconstitutional. Our Supreme Court 
has decided as much in several cases. 

The proceeding for assessing and col- 
lecting taxes is intricate, and that for sell- 
ing the Jand for non-payment of taxes is 
purely ex parte. The party owning the 
land is given no hearing. All such pro- 
ceedings must b2 in exact compliance 
with the statute authorizing them, if not 
they are invalid, and, in the case of the 
sale of the lands for taxes, the tax deed 
would be void. In Michigan this work is 
often in the hands of persons unaccustom- 
ed to the accurate transaction of legal 
business. This is particularly the case in 
the agricultural districts. It is therefore 
seldom that the work is done with that 
degree of precision necessary to its validi- 
ty. So that, without giving any opinion 
as to the constitutionality of our tax-law, 
1 think I may safely say that probably 
nine-tenths of the tax-deeds are absolutely 
worthless. Of course in the case of ‘‘W, 
§. C.” it will not be possible for me to 
give an opinion without carefully examin- 
ing all the circumstances, tracing the pro- 
ceeding back to the assessor’s roll. His 
selling the land and taking a mortgage, 
and then selling and afterwards buying 
the mortgage all subsequent to the issuing 
of the tax deed, would in no way invali- 
date that instrument. But there may be 
other defences to its validity which an in- 
vestigation would develope. W. S. C. 
had better place his case in the hands of 
some good lawyer of his acquaintance and 
have the matter looked up. If it is found 
that the tax deed may be valid, he had bet- 
ter try to settle in some way with the 
“shark,” securing his quit claim to the 
premises for the lowest sum possible. If 
the tax deed is found to be worthless he 
can then rest easy in regard to the matter, 
though it would be best to secure the 
“‘shark’s” quit claim, as the existence of 
the tax-deed, even if worthless, forms a 
cloud on the title to the land, which might 
interfere with its sale. H. A. H.

Coon In Marie Sue@ar.—A corres- 
pondent of the WV. Y. Tribune says that a 
maple tree has as many grades (of color) 
of sap as itis years old. The outside ring 
gives the sweetest sap and makes the 
whitest sugar, and of the best flavor, while 
the inner ring is the reverse. The grada- 
tion is regular from one to the other, and 
the older the tree the darker the sugar at 
the heart. Three rules are to be observed 
in sugar-making. First, tap early through 
the bark and first nng of wood of a second 
growth maple; second, keep the Sup as 
much as possible from atmospheric in- 
fluences; third, reduce the sugar in the 

least possible time. No machine can make 

white sugar from inferior sap, but that 
mde from the outer ring of wood wil) 
gige sugar that is beautifully pure and 
light in color.
